Those views branded me as some- 
thing of political heretic, for Iwas 
told that the basic systems of in- 
stitutional care were working well 
and did not need to be tampered 
with. 

But the facts proved otherwise.

But there svere few 
alternatives to full institutional

“Carbon monoxide is a colorless, 
odorless poison that is capable of 
causing mumbness, uniconscious- 
mess anid death, when present im 
the air in even low concentra- 
tion,’ said Col. Allan H. Weeks, 
chief of the Maine Staite Police. 

To avoid a sudden and undetec- 
table weakening, disabling of the 
body by carbon monoxide poison- 
ing that could quickly result in 
death, the state police advise mo- 
torists to ialways observe these 
precautions: 

—When starting a car or tnuck 
im a garage, be sure the garage 
door is open before the engine is 
started.

STATE POLICE CONCERNED 
ABOUT SMALL CHILDREN 
IN DRIVER’S LAP 

The Maine State Police are con- 
cerned about motorists who allow 
small children in their laps while 
they drive, 

“A small child in a motorists 
lap hinders. the operattiion of a ve- 
hicle in emergency or quick stop- 
ping maneuvers, and more import- 
antly, during a sudden stop the 
child may get crushed between 
the driver and the steering wheel,’? 
said Colonel Allan H. Weeks, chief 
of the Maine State Police, : 

Because the forces generated by 
sudden: stops are tremendous, Col. 
Weeks said, motorists allsio should 
not allow small children to stand 
on either the front or back seats, 
but should have their children, sit- 
ting for salfety reasons while their 
vehicle is moving. 

Maine laws requires any child 
under four years old being trans- 
ported in a Matine-registered vehi- 
cle to be properly secured in a 
child safety seat. However, if the 
‘driver is not the child’s parent 
or legal guardian, and no safety 
seat is available the child must 
be secured with a seat belt. In all 
cases a child less than ome year 
of age must be secured in a child 
safety seat.
